He 
said there were very. great, very important 
British imperial interests in the Far’ Eas, and’ 
sé far as they who were out here and who were 
in close contact with the quastions were able to 
judge for themselves, those interests had to a 
considerable extent, they were sorry to say, 
been greatly neglected, {twas avery serious 
-question for all wlio had’at heart the interests 
of the British empire to consider, what those 
interests were out here—to make themselves 
acquainted with the facts, and ta do all they 
possibly could ta promate those interests, and 
t6 make the peaple in England better acquain- 
ted with them, Imperial interests in the East 


, rested mainly upon the strength of our naval 


forces, and therefore it wads. that Captain

HONGKONG AND WEIHAIWEL 

To tale our own colony of Hongkong first 
Rs an instance of the magaitude of Imperial 
British interests in.the Far East. [must crave 
forgiveness if I quote a few dry statistical 
figures in support of the general sta'ement 
“that this colony is of supreme importance to 
the Empire, as its furthest outport, coaling 
station, and naval base,” with a trade capable 
of infinite expansion... Waihaiwei doas not 
count yet for, though it‘is a better place for our 
Purposes than Port Arthur, there is nota big 
gunin position, nor any attempt being made be- 
yond dredging, to‘canvert it into a secondary 
naval base, as was promised; and for some 
reason or other, probably the want of defences, 
large quantities of supplies: have bren returned 
to Shanghai fram there.’ Now, if there is one 
thing more than-another wanted in the far North’ 


| at the present time, with alarye number of.our 


warships and transports between Shantung pro- 
montory and the Liaotung gulf, it is a base 
port which Weihaiwei should have heen by 
this time, We donot know what the winter 
has in store for us, Our ships cannot stop at 
Taku Bar through the winter on account of 
the ice. Shanhaikwan is nearly as-bad, and 
there is nothing nearer than Hope Sound or 
Chefoo, neither of them desirable places, after 
December, and [ have had many years’ experi- 


) ence of the Gulfs of Pechili and Liaoting sum- 


mer and winter, and have often taken advant- 
age of the welcome shelter of Weihaiwei. 
Possibly South Africa overshadowed Wei- 
haiwei, anyhow it has been unaccountably, neg- 
lected, nay more, Lord Salisbury went out of 
his’ way to prevent any railway enterprise 
being allowed at the place and thus destroyed 
the chances of the’ port as a place of shipment, 
which he need not have done, had he been 
kept better informed.

HONGKONG'S TONNAGE,

By far the most wleresting stalls tothe-Europ- 
ean, however, are those which deal incurios. They 
have for sale bronze and brasss incense burners, 
old cash mounted on blackwood stands, little 
Peking snuffbottles of various patterns, designs 
and sizes, porcelain, metal and soapstone figures 
of gods, nen, women and weird animals, metal 
pipes, china pipes, bamboo pipes and pipes of 
all sorts, quaint bits of stone mounted carefully 
on blickwood stands which nobody but a 
Chinaman would prize and nobody but a curio 
inning say “thank you” for, Gongs palare are to 
he seen, of all shapes, tones and sizes, some of 
them being of most artistic workmanship and 
others interesting from their very grotesqueness, 
As for vases, porcelain plates and cups, you 
can find all known and unknown patterns and 
they can be had to suit all purses; some are 
really valuabc¢ and beautiful and others‘are as 
patently cheap and nasty, Here too, may be 
-picked up a whole host, of odds and ends, some 
new, others second hand, in the shape of seals, 
ink-slabs, pen-racks, old coins, carved peach- 
stones, silver butions, bits of enamelled ware 
andsoon. But it is necessary to take a trip 
to the stalls oneself to obtain any idea of what 
is.to be obtained inthe curio'ling, 

The juvenile -Celesunls have by no means 
heen forgotten in the fair, There are quite a 
largenunober of tay stalls, constantly surrounded 
by crowds of longing youngsters who audibly 
express their envy when a child comes with its 
father and: is"preseated with some choice toy. 
The toys do not, perhaps, appeal much to the 
European child. but their originality and 
stramencess luntds them a certain charm for the 
globe -trotter and even for the old China hand. 
Weapons are to be had in plenty, from maces 
to battleaxes and from bows and arrows to. 
executioners siwords. ‘There are many mech- 
al figures tobe picked up, alsa, many of 
which are ‘very clever in design. Of masks 
there is. a great variety and, the majority are 
sufficiently hideous lo pive any self-respecting 
child nightmare: for weeks, Thrift 1s also 
encouraged and’ money boxes art on sale in 
all shapes and sizes from the common brown 
earthen pot tothe bright red duck, which seems 
to be the most papular. ede 

Here and there a hawker is driving a thriv- 
ing trade in sweetmeats or the seductive betel 
nut and roasted peanuts are in great demand. 
Atthe west end of the group of streets and: 
alleys is a collection of stalls where every 
description of Chinese delicacy can be pure 
chased, : There may be'scen dried ‘sea-sings, 
dried persimmons, dried fungi, dried oysters, 
salt cuttlefish, dried prawns, dried and smoked 
pork, sausayes, oranges, shark fins, rice, sale 
and pickled vegetables and a host of other un- 
ApetelBk articles of dict all mixed up hig- 
gledy piygledy. ; q ; 

“the China stalls are well worth a-visit this 
year, the pottery and porcelain figures being 
better than have been displayed for some time. 
One stall in particular, where the little pottery 
figures which the Chinese dot abont their minia- 
ture pardens and grottos are sold, is particularly 
worthy of note, Besidesa very fine collection of 
miniature pagodas, bridges, men, women and’ 
animals this stall displays a series of six crock- 
ery ‘tipures representing a drayon procession. 
The attitudes are capital and the colours first 
r Flower pots are on view in all shapes, 
sizes and colours and sinall pots used for hang- 
ing on the wall and growing the ‘arum lily so 
popular in China are there in infinite variety. 
There are also some very pretty porcelain ine 
cence jars to be obtained, and’ any visitor to the 
Colony who wants to lay in a'stock of Chinese 
cups, teapots, spoons, etc, should certainly pay 
a visit to Jervois Street. 

Dotted about here and there are stalls deal- 
ing in sandalwood and incense, the keeper of 
each stall advertising his wares to the passerby 
by burning a small quantity in an incense jar. 
These men did not seern to have any reason to 
complain ofany slackness of trade. The tea 
stalls arc interestiag in their way too, for on 
them one may ‘see the brick ten and several 
other kinds never met with at home. 

The flowers this year are as fine as usual,

at in 1897 between Ausiria and Russla to: 
“. preserve the status guo by which Roumania, 
' Seria, nnd Bulgaria are kept in a condition of 

_ enforced quictude, The three Danubian States 
arg all burdened with a weight of external debt 
inecapaitated by defective administration and 
extravagant military expenditure. It is true 
that the Cabinet ¢risis at Sofia, which resulted 
in the fall of tha Ivantchoff Ministry was 
net immediately connected with either of- 
these points, but that does not prevent the 
“possibility of its having an important’ bear: 

ng upon both. There is besides the difficult 
and dangerous Macedonian problem to be 
reckuned' with, Under the pressure of the 
‘Russophile reaction which took place ater 
the fall and murder of M. Stamboloff, 
Bulgaria had been compelled to admit a 
host of political refugees, “amongst wham 
‘were. many members of: the Macedonian 
Committee, who quickly effected a new organi-+ 
sation of the movement in the municipality. 
“Formerly,” says the Jises corres ondent, 
Wan efficient instrument in the hands of an able 
statesman, who used itfor the purpose of ex- 
acting coucessions from the Porte, it has now 
become a quasindependent: power, a kind of 
briperium in tinperio, and has fallen under the 
control of Macedonian immigrants, whose 
methods seem based on the principles of the 
Albaniaii vende!

The Austro- 
Russian’ entente, which has ‘prevented the 
States from flying at each other's throats, bus 
not prevented local outrages on an extensive 
scale. Jt is reported, for example, that the 
Albanian chief operating in Albania hus. inas- 
sacred more than 260 Christians. Again in 
spjle of remorsirances {rom Russia and Austria, 
“there have been hundreds of assassinations, in 
"Macedonia, The lust outrage of the sori oc

are certainly due to men of Bulgarian nationality’ 
who are siill at large.
